I suppose that a good 
many of you are getting 
tired of reading about the 
CRA and trying to under¬ 
stand it, but the joint hear¬ 
ing of The Sierra Madre (JRA

The Cost of Living Index for all Sierra Madre prop¬ 
erty owners will rise in July and August when the new 
Ordinances placed on first reading by the City Council at 
its regular meeting of July 
9 become effective, and will 
most probably, be passed on 
to the renters. 

The City Council, having 
come to the abrupt conclu- 
.sion, that unless such raises 
were initiated immediately, 
the utilities would suffer a 
deep loss in thej months 
ahead, and to keep them op¬ 
erative, reluctantly approved 
the first reading of Ordi¬ 
nances No. 916 and 914 and 


the Tax Rate to subsidize 
Hie operation of the utilities 
or place the cost direct upon 
ihe users of the service. The 
Ordinances took th.e action 
of requiring the users to pay 
the increased cost.s. 

Rubbish Rates 
Ordinance No. 916 alludes 
to rates for rubbish collec¬ 
tion. Tlie new rate becomes 
effective with the billing of 
August 1, 1974 and increases 
the rale 25 cents per month 
for all single family or du¬ 
plex dwellings wliich will 
be $2.25 per montli. 

Animal Rates 
Ordinance No. 913 will in¬ 
crease tlio impound rates for 
animals.

Incidentally, baby 
rattlers are nearly as dan 
gerous as their elders. 

If Sierrii Madreans en¬ 
counter a rattelsnake, im¬ 
mediately call your local 
Police at 3,5.0-1414. If bitten 
by a rattler, call the local 
Police and ask for the Fire 
Department Medical Unit to 
be dispatched immediately, 
telling them what has taken 
place. The telephone num¬ 
ber is the same SS.'i-ldld. 
Preparing For Emergencies 

With only a minimum of 
caution, the chance of being 
bitten by a rattlensnake is 
extremely small and, even 
if bitten, the chance of death 
is less than two per cent if 
proper aid is given prompt¬ 
ly- 

It is extremely unfortu¬ 
nate, therefore, that a 1 - 
though mo.st residents are 
aware of the rattlesnake 
problem, few have taken the 
trouble of informing tltem- 
selves or, even more impor- 
lant, teaching tiudr children 
the prrjtor methods of void- 
ance or treatment of a snake 
bite. 

This article will not at¬ 
tempt to deseribe or pres¬ 
cribe medhods of such treat- 
m'^nt. Stiff ice for us to em- 
pliasize t.hat each household 
should fir.st procure a snake 
hite kit from :i pharmacy 
iiiid le.un how to use it, 
not forgetting the childicn. 
Secondly, remember that the 
fire department and police 
department are trained and 
.stand ready to give emer¬ 
gency treatment. Thi.s help 
is always within minutes of 
the mo.st isolated house. 
Even if you liave already 
applied first aid, we recom¬ 
mend that one of t'lc.se 
agencies be called for a 
quick, safe trip to the ho.s- 
pital. 

Wlien a sntike is ob¬ 
served, identify it a.s a r.at- 
tiesnake before killing. This 
killing is best done with a 
long handled shovel or hoe. 
If you don’t feel nip to this 
neces.sary execution, again 
fed free to call upon the 
fire or police department. It 
is very important that tlie 
head of the snake be buried 
immediately where it will 
not be dug up. Even years 
later a curious child or dog 
could deceive the ever po¬ 
tent venom thrirugh a cut 
merely by touching it. 


With the rattlesnake seti- 
.scn now .upon us, we arc 
publishing this article for 
the informtition of our resi¬ 
dents 'iving in those areas 
that are susceptible to in- 
fe.station. Wo intend to pi','- 
vidc some information cen- 
ci'rning rattlesnakes in gen- 
( ral and offer some ideas for 
protection .nnd preparation. 

It nothing else, we hope to 
convince you tnat, with a 
minimum of preparat i o n 
and understanding, tlie rat¬ 
tlesnake ■ menace is actuallj 
very negligible. 

We Jo not ehiini to bc' 
rattlesnake experts or ovon 
amatour herpeto legists. 

However, through the ef¬ 
forts of several citizens, we 
have cellectocl a fair amount 
cf aut.horitativ'o and factual 
information from several of 
our nation’.s forcmn.st herpe¬ 
tologists and agencies. These 
source.s inelttde the Univer¬ 
sity of New Mexico, UCLA, 

Zoological Society of San 
Diego, State Bureau of Vec¬ 
tor Control, and the Depart¬ 
ment of Interior. 

Rattlesnakes In General 

In general, c/ur current 
rattlesnake infeseation has 
ifsulte.l from the rapid ex- 
ptinsion of new building 
into llio bruslt areti. Tliis 
lias forced a normal snake 
population into concentra¬ 
tion points with insufficient 
food supply. Rattlesntikes 
that would usually avoid 
inhifbited sections are being 
enticed into improved areas 
by the exeellont cover af¬ 
forded in most yards and 
the supply of food available 
in the form of rodents. 

The Western rattlesnake 
lal.so .tferred to as Pacific 
Rattler) is the usual type 
found locally. This snake, 
and all rattlers, may bc 
easily identified from the 
harmles-ssnakes by the pre¬ 
sence of rattles on the tail, 
a broad triangular head, 
narrow neck, and a rela¬ 
tively heavy body. If, as 
rarely happens, all the rat¬ 
tles have been lost, the tail 
will bc decidedly blunt. 

There is cliaractcristically a 
■-cries of large blotches 
along the back and tail. 

Similar coloration and body 
•blotches are found on the 
common and h. armless 
Gopher snake, but the 
Gopher snake can be dis¬ 
tinguished at a glance by 
its slim, head and absence 
of rattles. Please be certain 
that any snake killed is a 
rattler and not a Gopher. 

Gopher snakes are abso¬ 
lutely harmless and ex¬ 
tremely valuable for rodent 
control. 

Like most neighborhood 
bullies, the rattlesnake will 
purposely attack only those 
smaller than itself. Other¬ 
wise, ho is easily frightened 

by noise, vibration, larger „ .

As many as a thousand 1 
more seasonal firefigl'ters 4 
will be hired thi-s summer a 
by the California Division of I 
Forestry, if that state 
agency is to meet the re¬ 
quirements of a new federal 
law. 

Last summer, tlie divi- 
soio hired 1,800 temporary 
employees to fight wildland 
lires. 

'We’re going to almost 
double our staff,” says State I 
Forester Levis A. Moran, f 
‘‘because of minimum wage 
and overtime provisions of . 
the new Fcideral Fair Labor I 
Standards Act. 

“We” be reducing our nor- i 
mal 120-hour on - the - job | 
week to 60 hours, but we 
won’t necessarily hire twice 
as many firefighters. At ‘ 
some fire stations our crows 
will work more than 60 ' 

hours and receive overtime ' 
pay.” ■ 

Under the now federal act, 
firefighters are required to 
be paid overtime for more 
than 60 hcAirs of work, a 
work period that includes ■ 
time spent sleeping, eating, 
and resting at a fire station.

If this be true, Consultant 
Squires, has shown that out 
of the tax dollar in Sierra 
Madre, the City of Sierra 
Maidre receives 15 per cent, 
and the other taxing agen¬ 
cies S5 per cent. In this 
event then the cost of $1 
million facilities woiuld cost 
the City of Sierra Madre 
$250,000 and the balance of 
the county would pay 
.$850,000. 

The pay off could be 5 - 
10 - 20 or 30 years, depend¬ 
ing upon the receipts from 
the area. If it was a five 
year plan then the City of 
Sierra Madre would be pay¬ 
ing a total of $30,000 per 
year and the rest of the 
County $170,000 a year. The 
payoff time depends upon , 
the income derived from the I 
area, vviiich will be deter- , 
mined after September of | 
this year. According to the 
formula u.sed by Consultant 
Squires the district should 
bring in around $110,265 new 
tax dollar.s each year; if this 
be ti-ue then the payoff 
would he around a lO-yeai 
plan. 

If Plan Is Approved 

If the joint meeting ap 
proves the proposed Rede¬ 
velopment Plan, the time 
will be very .short, between 
then and the time of actual 
building. I would say almost 
immediatelv, the Citizens 
Committee will be notified 
to recommend architects, 
bond or money con.sultants 
and shortly after Sept. 1, 
Sierra Madre will be testing 
the money market and 
bond market for funds to 
start the project. Bids should 
be going out sometime in 
November or December and 
the actiial start of construc¬ 
tion would begin .sometime 
in January. 

As the Council, and the 
Citizens Committee have 
said, the first construction 
would he the Fire Station 
in the vicinity of Baldwin 
and Montecito. The second 
project would be the Police 
facilities and City Hall on 
the land jiust west of Me¬ 
morial Park.

Not only is the Wall Street Journal acknowledged as 
a superbly written and edited chronicle of the financial 
and business world in particular, it also has a nice sense 
of humor. 

This was illustrated recently in its neat riposte to 
a bit of typically liberal editing of a chare of the Dow 
Jones averages in the current edition of "Economics,” a 
book by one Paul Samuelson. Profesor Samuelson, it seems, 
had added his own explanatory labels to certain areas 
of the chart. 

For one, “1929 Crash" appears just after the 1929 
high of 998.21 (his figure, not Dow Jones’) as “Kennedy 
521.05. The 1966 low of 744.32 is titled “Vietnam Stagna¬ 
tion.” The Journal was “particularly intrigued,” however, 
by Professor Samuelson’s labelling the February 1966 
hgih of 998.21 (his figure, not Dow Jones’) as “Kennedy 
Expansion.” 

Quietly disclaiming any role as stock-market advisor, 
and disassociating itself from Samuelson’s “capsule theo¬ 
ries of what makes (he market move,” the Journal con¬ 
cludes: “. . . . we do look forward to the next edition of 
(his) book, in which the chart will presumably cover 
the Dow Jones high of 1051.70 in January of 1973. Wo 
wonder if this will be lalx'led ‘Nixon Peak’.”

Boys and Dolls

Dr. Benjamin .Spock, the widely-read baby specialist 
who apoiogized recently for having so written his famous 
book on child care that a generation or more of young 
parents went mistakenly ape over permissiveness, has 
changed his mind again. 

He now thinks it is all right for a boy to have a 
baby doll, if he wants it. "1 used to think it was impor¬ 
tant to emphasize maleness in boys' toys and clothes,” 
ho told a United Mental Health dinner recently. “But I 
no longer believe that is the way to do it.” 

Perhaps the good doctor discovered what everyone 
else knew all along. Boys like to play with dolls, if 
they’re attractive enough. 

An Energy Crisis Cause? 

The blame for the nation’s energy crisis, especially 
in its oil and gas resources, has been laid at a number 
of doors. Recently it was placed squarely on the door¬ 
step of tlie U..S. Supreme Court. 

'INventy years ago this month the Court rendered 
its momentous decision for federal control of field prices 
of natural gas. The finding reversed the explicit intent 
of the Natural Gas Act of 1938 to exempt independent 
prcKlucers in the field from Federal Power Commission 
price regulation. 

Noting the June 7 anniversary of the Court’s de¬ 
cision, Western Oil and Gas Association vice president 
and general manager, Harry Morrison, declared tliat the 
reversal of the Act’s provision was a major underlying 
cause for the nation’s declining natural gas reserves. It 
brought, ho said, "confusion and chaos to the industry 
and untold cost to the consumer.” 

The imposition of controls, Morrison declared, kept 
natural gas prices from rising in their natural supply- 
demand curve. Expansion of resources through explora¬ 
tion and drilling slowed for lack of incentive and re¬ 
investment capital, while demand soared. Energy users 
freely substitutwl oil for gas, putting a double drain on 
the nation’s total energy supply. 

Quoting the American Gas Association, Morrison said 
proved reserves of natural gas have continued to fall. 
During 1973 alone they went down six per cent. That 
was the fifth decline in the last six years, and the sixth 
year would also have seen a drop except for the first- 
time inclusion of Alaskan discoveries. Proved reserves 
of natural gas now arc at their lowest level since 1957. 

It would be interesting to know just what benefits, 
other than ideological, might have stemmed from that 
1954 Court decision. 

Biggest Tax Collector 

We all know the Internal Revenue Service is the 
overall collector of federal taxes. What may be less 
widely understood is that about 86 per cent of those 
levies are collecded by and from business. 

According to Tax Foundation, Inc. more than $192 
billion of the $225 billion received by the federal gov¬ 
ernment last year was handed over by business. 

That included, of course, the bulk of individual 
federal income taxes, some $81 billion coming from 
paycheck withholding. Another $27 billion was collected 
for Social Security, a figure duplicated by business. 
Corporate income, excise and other federal levies ac¬ 
counted for another $84 billion. 

Not only does the business community serve as the 
major tax collector for the IRS, it actually pays for the 
privilege. The exact amount is unknown, but Tax Founda¬ 
tion estmiates it as in the millions. The “tax compliance 
costs” business must meet vary widely from the costs 
of maintaining a tax department in a large corporation 
to the time it takes someone to comply with the paper 
work in small operations. 

This probably is one of the few federal jobs for 
which there are no long lines of ambitious applicants.

A. — On April 1st, the 
fixed commissions on trades 
•under $2,000 that has been 
set by the New York Stock 
Exchange were abolished, 
and' so-called "negotiated 
rates” went into effect. This 
means each broker i.« now 
free to set his own price on 
,his service*! for any older 
up to $2,000 in value. You 
can negotiate with him, but 
<ho odds are he will stick 
with his own rate schedule. 

Some brokers offered both 
lower rates and fewer serv¬ 
ices while others increa.sed 
their charges. Your broker 
w.as one who increased his 
charges. It should not be 
difficult for you to find one 
who reduced' hi.s charges.

Eidtor's note; William G.

Q. — .Now that 1 am get¬ 
ting older, I have trouble 
hearing what people arc 
saying. A company is ad¬ 
vertising in the magazines 
that it sells hearing aids 
by mail. Would this be a 
good bet for me? 

A. — It would be a gam¬ 
ble, that’s for sure. I strong¬ 
ly advise you to see your 
physician about your hear¬ 
ing problem. It is possible 
that your hearing loss is a 
tyire that can be corrected 
through medical or surgical 
treatment. In that case, yo.i 
may not need a hearing aid-. 

Get a proper medical diag¬ 
nosis of yotir hearing prob¬ 
lem. You should not try to 
diagnose yon.irself or depend 
on a test administered by .a 
hearing aid dealer. While a 
dealer may bo eq.uipped to 
measure your hearing loss, 
,hc docs not diagno.se its 
causes. 

Depending on your type 
of hearin^T loss, your phy- 
.sician m.ay determine that a 
hearing aid will help you. 
If so, he will refer you to a 
hearing aid dealer or per¬ 
haps to an audiologist — a 
trained hearing expr'rt who 
can help you select a hear¬ 
ing aid. 

Buying a hearing aid is 
not a simple matter. You 
will need expert advice on 
the type of aid which is best 
for you. You may also need 
to make several visits to 
have your hearing aid fitted 
properly. You may need as¬ 
sistance in learning to use 
the aid. A mail order firm or 
an itinerant salesman will 
not be around to help you. 

The Better Biusiness Bur¬ 
eau has a pamphlet, de¬ 
veloped with the help of the 
American Council of Oto- 
laiyngology, which can give 
you f'lurther information. 
You can obtain the pam¬ 
phlet by sending a self-ad¬ 
dressed, .stamped envelope 
and 25 cents to Bettor Busl- 
nes.s Bureau, 417 S. Hill St., 
Las .\ngoles, CA 90013. 

Q. — I think it is great 
to liave washing instructions 
given on the labels in 
clothes. Since I sew mo.st of 
my own clothes, I would 
like to have labels giving 
instructions on how to wa.s)T 
the fabric I buy. Is there 
any movement in that direc¬ 
tion? 

A. — The Federal Trade 
Commission guidelines for 
care labelling require such 
labels ror any piece goods 
which are intended for use 
in wearing apparel. You are 
entitled to receive them at 
the store when you buy fab¬ 
ric. If they are not offered, 
ask for them. 

Then, don’t forget to fol¬ 
low the instructions, and to 
liave tile labels sewn into 
any home made clothes you 
take to the drycleaner. You 
don’t want to lose the fruits 
of your labor tlirougb a 
washday accident. 

Q. — I wont to an auc¬ 
tion at a moving and stor¬ 
age place and paid $8 for a 
box of junk that is abso¬ 
lutely worthless. This is
